Speaking of Contributions 


N THE last two issues of the P. T. Review there has appeared 

a paragraph, headed Notice! that asked urgently for good ma- 

terial to print in the Review. From the cheerful and almost 
total silence that has followed each appeal one would think that it 
had read: “The P. T. Review has no need for fresh material. It 
is stocked up for four hundred years to come. Centuries from now,

audible reaction on the part of the people for whom we are using 
up perfectly good spare time that we might invest very agreeably 
in a multitude of other ways. 


We thank the minute proportion of Review readers who have 
sent us anything—even a roundabout knock that would never have 
come our way if we hadn’t happened to drop in at Billy the Chow- 
derman’s on that particular Friday, and run into two of the old 
crowd talking clams and calamities over their Special To-day. But 
we ask—and can you blame us?—what of the several hundreds of 
subscribers who never whisper? Are they satisfied and interested, 
or bored and disappointed, or merely indifferent, about the Review ? 
Have they hibernated or atrophied or sailed back to France or for- 
ward to Utopia? Are they quick or dead, P. T. or D. T., sound, 
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sane, conscious, tickled or pickled? In short, are they with the 
ReEviEW or of it? 

We know nothing. We only suspect that if indeed you live and 
breathe and have your being, if you go broke and get grippe and 
like Doug.

Ever Play It? 


HE P. T. Review understands that the authorities at Letter- 

man General Hospital (San Francisco) are planning—since 

the present P. T. head aide is leaving the service—to put a 
trained nurse (who will have had two weeks of P. T. training) in 
charge of the department of physiotherapy; that the Letterman 
P. T.’s have protested formally to the C. O.; that the president of 
the A. W. P. T. A. has sent a telegram to the Surgeon General 
setting forth the situation, and registering a protest. 

If, as we understand, the nurse in question has had no other 
training in physiotherapy, then something very like this absurdity 
has occurred before. Those of us who saw service in Coblenz will 
recall the hectic day when an order went forth requiring the P. T. 
department to teach physiotherapy (in two weeks, if we remember 
rightly) to several army nurses who had never taken up the work. 

Whoever has functioned as a government employee has learned 
to expect stupid orders. But this order is not only brainless; it is 
harmful. 

First, it injures the patients. (Yes—we are old fashioned 
enough to feel that that is a consideration. ) 

Second, it harms physiotherapy, because it spreads the idea that 
the work is a kind of a pleasant handicraft that can be picked up in 
a few spare hours and then practised successfully. 

Third, it harms the nursing profession, because it takes the 
nurses whom it affects away from their chosen work and places them 
in an uncomfortable and undignified position. Doubtless many of 
them know as well as we that years of toil and training must go 
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the into the making of a competent P. T. Yet they are required to 
stroll in some fine morning and ask for two weeks’ worth of boiled 
and down P. T., much as if it were a box of concentrated-food tablets 
and labeled : “One of these taken daily is worth more than a weekful of 
mal ordinary carbohydrats, proteids, fats and albuminoid.

Amendments to this Constitution shall be submitted in 
writing by any member of the Association to the Executive Com- 
mittee ; such proposed amendments shall be printed on the notice of 
the next annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. This amendment, in order to be effective, must receive 
an affirmative vote by two-thirds of the members present. The re- 
sult of the vote shall be mailed by letter or by current circular to 
each member of the Association. 


BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I 
Membership 
Sec. 1. Charter members are active members who have served 
satisfactorily as physiotherapy aides with the United States Army 
and Navy or the Armies or Navies of the Allies, and whose train- 
ing and experience must total one year and who apply for member- 
ship in the Association within one year of the ratification of the 
Constitution. 

Sec. 2. Active members shall be graduates of recognized 
schools of Physiotherapy or Physical Education, who have had 
training and experience in Massage and Therapeutic Exercises, 
with some knowledge of either Electrotherapy or Hydrotherapy, 
and whose character and personality are suited to this work. Per- 
sons who have had at least one year’s experience, with some funda- 
mental training in Physiotherapy, may be accepted as active mem- 
bers after approval and acceptance by the Membership and Execu- 
tive Committees. The Executive Committee shall -have power to 
formulate such rules as will maintain a standard for eligibility and 
to institute such entrance examinations as they deem advisable. 

Sec. 3. Associate members shall be graduates of medical 
schools conforming to the standard of the American Medical 
Association. 

Sec. 4. Honorary members shall be those who have rendered 
exceptional service to the Association. 

Sec. 5. Names proposed for honorary. membership must be 
passed upon by a unanimous vote of the Executive Committee and 
elected at an annual convention of the Association. 
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ARTICLE II 
Duties of Officers and Committees 

Sec. 1. The duties of the officers of this Association shall be 
those provided by parliamentary law in addition to those provided 
for in this Constitution and By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. The President, or in her absence the Vice President, 
shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the Executive 
Committee ; in the absence of the President or Vice President from 
any meeting a temporary Chairman may be chosen. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep a record of all meetings of 
the Association and the Executive Committee; shall conduct all 
correspondence of the Association; shall give notice of all 1meetings 
of the Association or Executive Committee; shall keep a correct 
list of the names and last addresses of every member of the Asso- 
ciation. If the Secretary is absent from a meeting, a Secretary 
pro tem may be chosen at such meeting to make record of the 
meeting. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall keep the accounts and have charge 
of all the funds of the Association; shall collect all annual dues and 
other payments of the Association; and shall make all payments for 
the Association. She shall make a statement of the accounts of the 
Association at each annual meeting or whenever. requested so to do 
by vote of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Executive Committee shall be to 
transact the business of this Association, and, by correspondence 
with the members, to aid in carrying out the purpose of this Asso- 
ciation as stated in Article II, Sec. 1, of the Constitution, and to 
fulfil any other duties provided for in the Constitution and By-Laws. 

Sec. 6. The duties of the Advisory Committee shall be to 
stimulate the interest of the medical profession in the aims of the 
Association ; to promote interest in advance study of Physical Thera- 
peutics in the medical schools in this country. 


ARTICLE III 


Election of Honorary Members 
Sec. 1. Honorary members shall be proposed by any charter 
or active member. The names shall be submitted in writing to the 
Secretary. 
Sec. 2. The election of honorary members shall be vested in 
the Executive Committee. 
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Election of Officers and of the Executive Committee 

Sec. 1. The officers and committees of this: Association shall 
hold office for one year or until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

Sec. 2. Nominations for the above officers, except the Secre- 
tary, may be submitted in writing by any member of the Associa- 
tion, such nominations to reach the Secretary on or before January 
Ist. The Secretary shall mail, before January 15th, a list of these 
nominees to each member, upon receipt of which, a ballot shall be 
cast and returned to the Secretary. From the result of this ballot 
not later than February 15th a final list, with the names of two 
nominees for each office receiving the highest number of votes, 
shall be prepared and mailed to each member. The final ballot shall 
be immediately returned to the Secretary and the nominees for 
each office receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
elected. Final ballots received after March 15th shall be void. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall be appointed by the Execut® - 
Committee. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall have power to select 
an auxiliary committee, in order to enable it to carry out the pur- 
pose of this Association as stated in Article I], Sec. 1, of this 
Constitution. 


ARTICLE V 
Dues 

Sec. 1. The annual dues for active members shall be $3. This 
includes subscription to the P. T. Review. 

Sec. 2. The annual dues for associate members shall be $1. 
This includes subscription to the P. T. Review. 

Sec. 3. Honorary members shall pay no dues. 

Sec. 4. Any member who fails to pay dues shall be suspended 


from the membership roll of the Association and dropped at the 
discretion of the Executive Committee, but shall be restored to full 


membership upon payment of the past and current year’s dues.
